Sec 2 That if any person or persons 
shali exercise the trade or calling of a Haw- 
ke, or Pedicr, pm violation of the provs-tons 
ot this uct, he or they shal) be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, und shall upon coovi-tian, 
torfe forthe beneht of the peaple of the

Sec | That all dealers in, or venders of 
wine and liquors of any kind, malt or distil- 
led, by retail, and all keepers or proprietors 
of any hotel, tavern, boarding or victuailing 
house, or any other house or tent, or shed, 
where hquors of any kind are or sifall here- 
after be s ld by retail, shall, and they are 
bereby bk oi to obtain a license upon ap- 
pl: auon by petition by designating the 
house tent or shed, where any auch liquors 
as aforesaid are ot shall be sold, from any 
Justice cf this ihata, and for every such 
license so obtained, for each and every var 
or place of sale, tha person or pereous sa 
obtaraing shail pay quarterly in leanen, the 
gum of hly dollars which sum of fifty dollars 
shall be paid over to the Treaaurers of the 
District, and together with the license shail 
be taken in duplicate, one ot each of which 
shall be fled in tho Register’s office of the 
District, but no hieense shal be granted by 
any Justice, unless the apphcant for the same 
shall produce satisfactory evidence that he ws 
a man ol geod moral character ond shall ex- 
ecule a bund with one or more suficient gure- 
ties ina penal y of five hundsed dullais, and 
conditioned that he shali keep an orderly and 
reputable hause, which bond shall be in 
duplicate, one of which shail be filed in the 
Register’s office 

Sec 2 That ıt shall he the duty of any 
Justice upon complaint af guy citizen, with 
satisfactory evidence that any hosse, tent or 
ahed, an which liquor ts sold, 1a disorderly, 
and a nuisance to the neighborbood, to sut- 
mon the keeper or proprietor of the sari 
house, tent or shed, before him, and invest- 

ate the charge, and of upon due examination 
fo shall find the cherge well founded he shail 
fine the said keeper or proprietor, in the sum 
of two hundred and fifty Sollars for the first 
offence, and for the second offence & fine of 
one hundred doilara and forfeiture of license,

LEN PIN ALLEYS AND CIBER 
LAMES 

See 1 That from and afr the pubjien- 
M iof this act, all p rsons «1 proprietors, 


keeping or desiring to keep a biljard or bil- 
iard 4ables, of nine or ten pin sileys, shall 
first obtain a license therefor upon application 
by pation from sng Justice of the District of 
San Franciscu, which license shall be in du- 
licats, and one of which shall be filed in the 
g'ster’s office of the District and shall pay 
for every such heense, the eum of fifteen 
dollars monthly ın advance, for each and 
every such billiard table, or nine or ten 
pin alley, to the Treasurer, the receipt for 
the payment of which shall be taken in du- 
pote aud one of which shall be filed in the 
egister’s office, and every person obtaining 
license as atoresaid shall be required to de» 
signate ta the petition for (he same, the house, 
tent, room or place, where such tables or ale 
leya are to be kept. 

Sec 2 That from and after the publica 
tin of this act all persons or proprietors 
keeping or desiring to keep a monte, faro, 
or Roulette table or tables, and al) other kinds 
of tables at which any game of hazard or 
chance are orshall be played, whether with 
cards, dice, or any other instrument or inven- 
ten whatsoever, shall first obtain a License 
therefor upon appheation by petition from an 
Justice of the Diatiict of San Francisco, whic 
License shall be in duplicate, and one of 
which shall be filed in the Register’s Office of 
the District, and shall pay for every such li- 
cense the sum of forty dollars monthly to ade 
vance, for each and every table at which mone 
te, faro, roulette or any other game of het. 
ard or chance, shull he played whether with 
cards, dice, or any other instrument or taven- 
tion whatsoever, to the treasurer, the re- 
ceipt for the pay went of which shall be taken 
10 duplicate and one of which shall be filed in 
the Register’s office of the District, and every 
person case a licence, as aforesaid shall 
be required to designate, in the petition for 
the same, the house, room, tent, shed or oth- 
er locality where su h table or games of haz- 
ard or chance are to be kept. 


Sec 3 That the owner, proprietor and 
keeper of any Billiard table or tables, nine 
or ten pin alleys, or of any kind of tables 
where gainea of hazard or chance are played, 
and of any house, room, tent, shed or other 
locality where such games are played shall, 
whenever required, exhibit to the Sheriff or 
any Constable, or other person duly authort- 
zed his or their ficensa, and af any such own- 
er proprietur or kceprr shall refuse to exhib. 
it the same when required as aforesaid, he or 
they shall be subjected to a fine of Fifty dol- 
lars tu be recovered before any Justice for 
the use of the District 


Sec 4 Thatof any owner, proprietor or 
keeper of any such Billiard tables, nine or 
ten pin alleys or other tables at which any 
game of hazard of chance with cards, dice 
or any instrument ee incantiog whatsueve. 
shall be played wihout having a license 
therofor, according t» the provisions of this 
aot, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
ond upon conviction thereof betore any Jus- 
uco of the Dist ict, shall be fined in a sum 
not exceeding O e thousand dollars, for the 
first offence and for every succeeding offence 
shall be imprisoned fur any term not exceed~ 
ing three months 


Sec 5. Thatif any owner, proprietor or 
keeper of any table or tables at which any 
game of haz+rd or chance ore or shall be play- 
ed, and at which faise dice or marked cards, 
or any other fraudulent means are or shall be 
used for the purpose of winning money or its 
equivalent by fraud, shall be deemed guilty 
uf a misdemeanor, and shall upon conviction 
thereof hefore any justice forfeit to the inju- 
red party three times the amount obtained by 
fraud, and shall be imprisoned for a term no. 
exceeding six months, at the discretion of th 
Court.
